This small park is located amidst the Edgebrook
Forest Preserve (site 35, p. 67) in the Old Edgebrook
community. Much of the surrounding terrain is part
of the Edgebrook golf course. The Park-of-Trees
was once a home site, one of a number of large,
old homes that pre-date the establishment of the
forest preserve. When the homeowner, Edward M.
Quinn passed away, he stipulated that he wanted
the buildings torn down and to have the site made
into a park in honor of his wife.

White and red oaks stand majestically over a
remnant woodland understory. Trillium, spring
beauties and trout lilies bloom here in the spring.

Volunteers contribute to the restoration of
the site by planting native species and pulling
invasive weeds.
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Off of Central Avenue,
turn west on Louise
Street; go as far as
possible before the road
starts to loop back
around, and find the

park at the point farthest
west, on the corner.
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
